Nkw York, Oct. 2.— Ono of Bandit Cater- 
ino Garza's latest and moat daring exploits, 
it is said, is a visit to Chicago, where, 
under an assumed name, he and Lieut.

The authority for this 
atutetnent is Rudol/o G. Canton, the rail- 
way king of Yucatan and nephew of tho 
Mexican commissioner to tho World's Fait 
Felipe Canton knows Gen. Sandoval and 
saw him in the corridor of tho Chicago 
hotel, and another Meqioan declared lie 
recognized tho outlaw Garza. Canton says 
there is no mistake about the matter. Garza 
was pointed out lo him iu company with 
Sandoval. 



AGAINST TWO CZAR. 

A Plot to Have ISecn Curried Out by a Pro- 
tended French Monk Frustrated. 

London, Oct. 3 — A despatch from Co- 
penhagen to tho Nows says : " Exciting 
reports are current concerning a plot 
against tho Czar. It iR stated that a French 
monk appeared at Friedensburg castlo on 
Sunday, claiming that ho was sent by tho 
Popo on a secret mission to tho Princess 
Waldemar, King Christian's daughter-in- 
law, who would present him to tho Czur. 
As the Princess and tho other royal person! 
ages present refused to receivo him without 
previous inquiry, tho monk disappeared. 
No traco of him haa been found Biuco.

Madrid, Oct. 3. — Later dispatches from 
Melilla atato that the Spanish officer and 
troops displayed the greatest bravery. The 
town, which is one of tho Spanish penal 
settlements, is commanded by tho citadel 
whiehis built on a rook. After tho Spanish 
troops and their civilian allies had been 
forced by overwhelming numbers to retreat 
into tho citadel tho Moors attempted to 
tuko tho plueo by assault. They swarmed 
up the roadways and tried every way to 
scale tho walls. Tho beleaguered mon 
poured volley aftor volley at them, but as 
the Moors did not fight in any regular way 
the (iro was not aa destructive aa it might 
otherwise have been. General Margallow, 
who was in command of the garriaou, es- 
pecially distinguished himself by hia gal- 
lantry. Calling for volunteers, and nearly 
overy man offered his services, General Mar- 
gallow placed himself at their head and 
mado a sortie upon tho Moors. Tho latter 
retreated, keeping up a heavy fire upon the 
whites, until tho Moors who had been op- 
erating on tho other bido of the citadel oamo 
to their assistance, when tho defenders were 
driven back. These sortiea were repeated 
throughout tho day, but tho Moors managed 
eventually to hold their position. Before 
the retreat was made to the citadel, 
troops were despatched to escort to 
this place of refuge the military laborers 
who were employed in tho works at Fort 
Gariaoh. Tlioy succeeded in getting the 
men into the citadel, but had a hard fight to 
do bo, boing attacked on all sidea. The 
natives were armed with Remington rifles, 
and fought with fanatical fury, paying no 
attention to tho showers of bullota poured 
upon thorn, and they pursued tho retreating 
troops up to the walls of the citadel despito 
tho deadly fire directed at them from tho 
fort. A small body of Spanish cavalry that 
was well drilled and well handled, proved of 
tho utmost acrvioo. Toward theendoftho 
day the Moors abandoned their gorilla mode 
of warfare and formed themselves into ranks, 
and shouting their battle cries advanced 
upon tho citudcl. When they were within 
a short distance of the heavy wall, tho heavy 
main gates swung open and out galloped tho 
cavalry, who dashed into tho ranks 
of tho advancing Moors, their keen 
edged sabres swinging right and left 
among tho enemy, who broke ranks and 
retreated as hastily as possible. The 
Moors were ridden down and trampled 
upon by tho iron-shod hoofs of the horses, 
and a number of them mot their death in 
this manner. The cavalry, who were 
numerically weak, did not dare to pursue 
the enemy far from tho citadel. They re- 
tired behind tho walla and awaited tho sec- 
ond coining ol the Moors, who, though they 
had been temporarily compelled to retreat, 
were in no wise disheartened by tho losses 
indicted upon them by the horsemen. The 
cavalry made several charges, always with 
the same result. The Moors would retreat 
until the charge was abandoned, when 
they would again assume tho ugres- 
aive, knowing that if they would capture 
the citadel it would have to be by assault, as 
there was no chance of forcing a surrender 
by a siege. The pluco containa largo 
magazines and the food supply of 
tho whole convict settlement. Equally 
of importance is the water supply, which is 
procured from largo rock cisterns. With char- 
acteristic bravery, they diaplayed no hesita- 
tion whatever when their leaders called upon 
them to face the deadly volleys poured into 
them from behind the walla of tho citadel. 
Thoy displayed an absoluto disregard for 
danger that compelled tho admiration of tho 
men lighting against them. 

Tho news of tho battle, rapidly spread by 
runners, reached tho villages back from the 
coast. Tho male inhabitants sprang to 
arms and hastened to tho aid of tho tribes- 
men- The fury of the Moors waa added to 
when the Spanish artillerymen wrecked tho 
mosque, which waa sacred iu the eyes of the 
natives. This mosque was not in Melilla 
proper, but iu an adjacent village- The 
houses destroyed were also outsido Melilla. 
Tho Spanish forces aro hastening with all 
possible speed, and preparations are mak- 
ing for the relief of tho beleagurcd citadel 
troops ; while cannon and ammunition are 
being despatched from Seville and Malaga. 
A gunboat with orders to bombard the 
strongholds ot the Riffians, as these Moors 
known, ia already on the way to tho 
:.. These mountaineers aro practically 
pirates, most of them knowing the sea as 
they do the mountains in which they live. 
It was only a short timo ago that tho Span- 
ah gunboat Isla do Luzon waa sent to iH'ect 
escue of tho crew of a Spanish trading 
vessel, which had fallen into tho hands of 
lie Riff pirates. The mission of the gun- 
ioat was unsuccessful, and the fate 
of tho captives has never been 
known. Thoy were probably sold into 
slavery in tho interior. Among tho 
natives waa a Spanishwoman. Tho Gov- 
rnmcnt bus ordered that tho troops gar- 
risoned in Cadiz, Malaga, Almeria und 
Seville be mado ready for immediate sorvico. 
The armored broadside ship Numanoio— one 
of the largest vessels in tho Spanish navy — 
is at Almeria with steam up, waiting to 
embark troops for Melilla. 

A special steamer left Malaga this after- 
noon for Melilla. Sho has an board a bat- 
tery of artillery. 

Advices from Melilla this evening are 
that tho Moors requested a tiuco this 
morning. Tho request was granted, and 
both sides buried their dead this after- 
noon. Tho Moors have sued for peace. 
Tho Moorish Government have been 
cowed completely by Spain's preparations 
for war. It has promised to make any 
reparation, and has assured Spain of its 
moat earnest eiforta to repress tho savugery' 
of tho hoatilo tribeB. 



MINISTERIAL SUCCESS. 

Members of tho Government Successfully 
Discuss Public Ouestioiis at 
Kamloops. 

Kamlooiu, Oct. 3.— (Special)— A politi- 
cal meeting waa held at Kamloops, last 
night, presided over by Mr. Mara, M. P. 
Speeches wore mado by Hon. Messrs. Ua- 
vio and Vernon, who exhaustively defined 
tho Government policy. Messrs. Semlin 
and Kitchen spoko iu opposition. The lat- 
ter crcatod a bad impression by his personal 
attacks, claiming tho probability of the Par- 
liament buildings at Victoria being de- 
stroyed by tho ahell of an invading army. 
To this Mr. Davie replied that, iu such caso, 
and even if tho foe passed Esquimalt, tho 
remainder of tho Provinco would bo in a 
pitiablo plight. After passing a unanimous 
vote of thanks to the Premier and Mr. Ver- 
non, a similar vote waa accorded tho olhor 
speakers, and, with a voto of thanks to tho 
chairman, one of tho largest public meet- 
ings ever held in the Interior was brought 
to a closo at about 1 :30a.m.

New York, Oct. 2.— A Herald's Monte- 
video special, speaking of the resumption of 
the bombardment of Rio, says the censor- 
ship of tho Brazilian government is such 
that it is impossible to get any telegraphic 
nows out. Letters have been received, how- 
ever, giving a story of tho eventB up to 
September 22.

Peixoto's government is becom- 
ing more unpopular and retaina power through 
military force. His army is a motley force 
of 5,000 men, nnd frequent outrages on tho 
part of the soldiers arc reported. Many 
families aro abandoning their homes to 
escapo the villainies of the military mar- 
auders. There is a great scarcity of pro- 
visions and all kinds of supplies in Rio, and 
much suffering prevails. This destitution is 
adding to tho dissatisfaction, and a general 
uprising ia looked for. Mello is hoping for 
this, and is also looking for reinforcements 
from the South. A launch from an Italian 
warship was fired on by Brazilians and a 
sailor killed. Peixoto paid an indemnity of 
100,000 milreis. An American boat was 
also shot at, and a complaint has been 
lodged. President Peixoto is determined to 
resist until tho last. 

London, Oct. 2. — A privato cablegram 
announces that tho rebel Ueet at Rio bom- 
barded that oity all day yeBtorday, reBult- 
ing in further damago to the city and great 
loss of life. Details as to tho amount of 
damago and the number killed ashore and 
alloat aro not given, but it is presumed, 
from the fact that firing was kept up all 
day, that tho loss must have been consider- 
able on both sides. Tho cablegram adds 
that famine prices for provisions prevail at 
Rio. On tho other hand, tho Brazilian 
minister here furnishes the following dis- 
patch under tho date of yesterday, giving 
the government side: "Tho insurgent 
squadron is still in tho bay, and much 
weaker by desertions. Daily some of the 
vessols aro damaged by shoro artillery. 
The forts vigorously answered yesterday's 
bombarding. Tho two steamers which es- 
caped have boon repulsed at Santos. At 
Santa Catarina they have failed to land. 
Tho troops aro united ami loyal to tho 
government, and public opinion is opposed 
to the insurgents."

evidence.

Tho meeting waa also of tho 
opinion that such a society might, in a 
variety of ways, greatly advance the inter- 
ests r,f the sheep industry. Tho following 
gentlemen wero nominated as a committee 
to bring tho objects of the society 
before tho farmers of the district, and to 
ascertain tho number of sheep kept : 
Captain Barkley, Messrs. Stewart, W. 
Drinkwater, 'P. A. Wood, W. Bazett, W. 
Ford, R. Bazett, G T. Corfield, and Major 
Mutter. Tlie committee will meet on Satur- 
day, Oct 21, to report tho result of their 
canvns-i, and todraw upa definite scheme to 
be submitted to a general meeting to be 
held Sarurdiy, Oct '_'S, in the Agricultural 
hall, Duncan. Though the proposed name 
of the society ia a local one, it is by no 
means intended to confine it to this dis- 
trict; the meeting waa strongly of the 
opinion that the more widely its operations 
were extended the greater would be its 
iniluenco for good on tho sheep industry of 
tho Province, Any owner of sheep who 
wishes to join the society and who cannot 
attend the meeting or see a member of the 
committee, may send his name and address 
to tho Honorary Secretary, pro torn., Jas.

FRANCE AND SIAM. 

Opinion of tho London Times on tho Convcu- 
veutlon Which Bus Been Entered Into. 

London, Oct. 2.— Tho Times correspond- 
ent at Bangkok says: Tho draft of tho 
treaty is comparatively Butisfaotory aud 
embodies tho ultimatum, but the conven- 
tion attached is entirely unsatisfactory. 
Tho latter contains terniB exceeding and 
contrary to the ultimatum, stipulating 
that Franco shall occupy Uhantabon ut- 
ter tho original stipulations shall havo 
been carried out and until tho loft bank 
of tho Mekong and tho roserved zone 
shall havo boon completely evacuated 
and pacified. Unless Franco faithfully 
fulfils tho pledges given by M. Do Villers, 
Chantabon will long remain in tho posses- 
sion of tho French. The process verbal, ac- 
companying the convention, reiterates that 
Franco will evacuate Chantabon as early ub 
possible under tho ugreemont. Siam has 
agreed to all, largely owing to tho king's re- 
solve not to sacrifice tho Danish officers, 
which demand, 'in view of hia compliance 
otherwise, M, Do Villers abandoned shortly 
before Siam's decision "was given.

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LACROSSE IN MONTREAL. 



How the Capitals Literally Fought 
Their Way to the Cham- 
pionship. 



Four Men Disabled and One Permau 
ently Injured— The Shamrocks' 
Uuruly Followers. 



Twelve years ago tho lacroBBe people of 
Ottawa began to have aspirations to secure 
lacroBso championship honors for thoir city, 
nnd their persistent struggle aguinst outside 
obstacles— in the way of a jealously hostile 
league, aB well as of oldor and better teams 
— and no leas troublejonio dissensions at 
homo, has at last been rewarded by necur- 
ing tho coveted distinction, after a most 
brilliant eeaBou, in which tho Capital team 
has not lost a single match. 

" Money talks" in championship lacrosse 
affairs in tho east, and on tho day of the 
groat meoting between the Capitals and tho 
bhuuirocks it proclaimed by 10 to 7 that 
the Ottawa city team would be tho victors. 
By all accounts tho 10's were in the major- 
ity, and Ottawa having responded gamely 
to all offers, the largo amount at stako in- 
tensified tho excitement of tho immense 
crowd which occupied every foot of stand- 
ing or Bitting room in tho lucroaso grounds 
at Montreal. The atteudance ia auid to 
have been tho largest ever gathered at 
a lacrosse match, and thousands! forced 
thoir way in without paying, sirnp'y bee uiso 
it was impossible to get access to tiu ticket 
sellers. The Capitals, it seems, took no 
chances of accidents to their team in Mon- 
treal prior to tho match. They woro sent 
down to Lachule, a quiet stopping place 
half way between Ottawa and Montreal, 
and there spent Friday night, and on Satur- 
day went on to Montreal in time to got in 
shortly before play was to commence. 

The match which ended bo riotouBly ap- 
pears to have commenced in tho usual order- 
ly fashion, but tho Shamrocks wero then 
Bhowiug up to better advantage than wore 
tho visitors, and it was a clever bit of head- 
work which gave tho Capitals tho firat game 
in 3h minutes. Tho play had been tho 
fastest seen this season. "Tho pace was 
terrific," says tho Gazette. Tho second 
game was orderly and uneventful, and tho 
Shamrock goal keeper was away from hia 
place when after l.J minutes' play the 
visitors scored. Tho success of the Capitals 
excited the spectators, and also tho Sham- 
rock players, and early in tho third game 
disordors commenced, in the field and about 
tho stundB. The Shamrock8 had strength- 
ened their defence by moving Dwyer to 
point. The first foul of any account was 
when O'Meara's stick caught Crown, the 
Capital goalkeeper, on the Bido of the head. 
Crown Beemed dazed, and hold up hia hand 
to havo time called, but the referee did not 
look that way. After u while Crown, being 
still weak, was hard checked on the cinder 
path, and fell on his faco helpless. Devine 
helped him to the dressing room, but before 
reachingthereDevine alaoneeded the doctor's 
assistance, one of the bystanders having 
struck him a smashing blow in the face. 

Thia assault was considered as an open 
declaration of war, and there was no pre- 
tence at friendship afterwards. Tho referee 
saw nothing wrong, though foulB against 
the Capitals wero deliberately made, and 
the visiting team seemed to lose heart at 
tho idea of having no remedy but such re- 
taliation as they felt Buro would be promptly 
punished by ruling off, which it was evi- 
dently the Shamrocka' intention to provoke. 
After a well sustained onslaught the Sham- 
rocks scored, the playing time being 4'2\ 
minutes, though the game had lasted more 
than an hour. Georgo Curson of the 
Capitals being taken sick, went off, with 
Burke of the Sbaoirooks, and the fourth 
game started with eleven on each side. Tho 
ShamrockB scored in 3J minutes, but in that 
short time Lacey of the Capitals had been 
aoverely hurt. C^rleton of tho Capitala had 
been disabled and went off, accompanied by 
O'Brien from tho other aide, thus leaving 
teams of ten for the fifth game. 

At the very outaet Lacy waa about 
to score, when Duggan sprang at 
him with a check so hard that Lacey col- 
lapsed where he stood, and the doctors fear 
he haa been so injured internally as to pre- 
vent his ever playing ugain. O'Meara waa 
put off with him leaving nine u Bide. Soon 
Dwyer and Ketchum wero ruled off for foul- 
ing, thua reducing tho playera to eight on 
each aide. Next Tucker and Crown, the 
Capital's goal keeper, engigcd in single 
combat, and went down aide by side. Tucker 
dropped his stick and puuehed tho head of 
Crown, who is only a little fellow. The 
referee, who missed nearly all the excite- 
ment of the match, did not see this either, 
Murphy scored for the Capitala in 10J, min- 
utes. 

When the sixth game commenced, it was 
too dark to Bee the ball, and the crowd took 
advantage of the darkness to rush upon the 
field from all quarters, closing in until the 
Capitals were virtually crowded off 
the field, — after a freo fight just 
how started nobody knowa. Tho Capi- 
tals retreated for safety to their dressing 
room, when two minutes playing time yet 
remained. They havo since, as reported, 
been awarded the match, on the ground that 
tho Shamrocks were to blame for the dis- 
order which prevented a finish. The Gazette 
makes this comment- >> 

"To sum up tho match very few words 
suffice It seomB a pity that such a pro- 
tninont club aa the Shamrocks should labor 
under the dilliculty of having among their 
followera men who will stop at nothing 
when thoir temper runs away with any 
good judgment they might have away from 
tho lacrosse field. Tho treatment the 
Capitals wero subjected to was simply and 
absolutely disgraceful. While the club can- 
not be blamed for the conduct of outsiders, 
there might be u possibility of taking some 
protective measures for tho benefit of visit- 
■ ing players, instead of having thtm sub- 
jected to tho cowardly attacks of men 
whose ideas of fair play are not put down in 
tho ethics of civilization. Montreal hither- 
to has had the reputation of giving tho 
stranger fair play. On Saturday such was 
not the case. Tho Shamrocks wero tho 
principal offenders in tho fouling tactics, 
although the visitors woro not entirely 
blameless, but even the fouling of the 
players waa no excuso lor tho wind-up." 



DR. JOWETT DEAD. 

An Eminent Classical Scholar and Thcolo- 
glau— Once on Trial for Ilereny, 
but Acquitted. 

London, Oct. 2. — Kov. BeDjamin Jowett, 
M.A. L. L. U. , late vice chancollor of tho 
Univoaaity of Edinburgh, diod yeBterdoy. 
Ho waa born at Camborwoll, England, in 
1817, and was educated at Oxford. Ho be- 
came a tutor at that university in 1842, 
ana the samo year waa ordained. Ho after- 
ward served as an examiner of classical 
schools and on the commission for examina- 
tions for the Indian civil Bervico. Ho was 
appointed Regius professor of Greek in 
1855, on the recommendation of Lord 
l'almeraton, and maater of Balliol college in 
1870. Ho waa vice chancellor of tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh from 1882 to 1SSG. In 
1855 he published "Commentary on the 
Epistles of St. Paul to tho Ihessalonians, 
Galatians and Roman." In 1857 ho pub- 
lished an artielo on " Tho Inspiration of 
Scripture," which not only called forth so- 
vero criticism on account of its rationism, 
but was tho ground of an accuaation of her- 
esy, for which ho waa tried and acquitted 
in the chancellor's court of tho Uuivoraity 
of Oxford. Ilia most important work ia a 
translation of tho " Dialogues of Plato." 
More recently ho published translations of 
Thucydides and Aristotle. His Btyle iB ad- 
mirably dear and his scholarship unim- 
peachable. 

SPANIARDS AND MOORS. 

Critical Position of the European Garrison 
of a Town in Morocco. 

MADRID, Oct. 3. — Further trouble has 
broken oir, between tho Moors and tho 
Spanish garrison at Melilla, a town on tho 
northern coast of Morocco. Tho Spanish 
authorities recently decided to add to the 
strength of the fortifications at Melilla, tho 
Btate of the country and the acta of tho na- 
tives, in thoir opinion, warranting such u 
course. Tho work of constructing addi- 
tional fortifications waa begun and puahed 
forward us rapidly aa possiblo. This in- 
censed tho Moora and Monday morning a 
forco of more than C.OOO nutivea mado an 
attack upon tho Spanish garrison, that 
numbered all told not more than 400 soula. 
Tho Spanish troops fought throughout the 
day without relief being Bent to them. They 
had no food, but thia was a matter of small 
consecjuenco to thorn, as they knew that 
death or slavery awaited thorn should they 
fall into tho hands of their enemies. The 
Moors woro constantly gaining fresh acces- 
sions to their ranks, and the outlook was 
becoming serions for tho Spaniards, when 
the white residents of tho town, without 
regard to nationality, offered to assist 
them. They were greatly outnumbered by 
Moors, however, and were finally compelled 
to retire into tho fortress, located on tho 
outskirts of the town, where they are still 
besieged. During the battle eighteen 
Spaniards wero killed and thirty-fivo 
wounded. 



WHAT WILL HE DO WITH IT ? 

To the Editor: — Such, eir, was one of tho 
titles of u work from the pen of the lato 
Lytton Buhvor. Doubtless it is the queBtiou, 
in its most serious and anxious form, 
that now presents itself to tho mind of 
Premier Gladstone. That former familiar 
expression so often used that it was "the 
Irish question that blocks the way," has 
now given way to make room for that 
which naturally might havo been expected: 
"That it ia the Houae of Lords that blocks 
the way." In his recent address at Mid- 
lothian ho lays tho flattering 1 unction to 
his soul, that because tho House of Lords in 
the past, in many instances gave way, and 
notably in that great contest of tho Reform 
Bill, its memhera will eventually accede to 
this Homo Rule Bill. But the majority in 
the House of Lords against that Reform 
Bill was, bo to speak, but a mere handful of 
peers, and so limited in number, that it was 
suggested to tho King (Wm. IV.) to 
create a batch of peers to remedy the 
trouble; but at tho present time with 400 to 
41 such suggestion would be idle talk. Tho 
position of Gladstone at this crisis, some- 
what resembles an incident that once took 
place in tho back woods of America. A 
man there engaged chopping wood, was 
suddenly confronted with a tremendous 
bear. "Oh, Lord !" aaid the terrified man, 
"here ia going to be one of the horridest 
fights you ever did see ; for Heaven's Bako 
holp me, but if you can't, for God'a Bake 
don't help tho bear." Now Gladstone 
knows very well he ia about to bo engaged 
in a terrible conflict, but he seema to havo 
none of those doubts that agitated the mind 
of thia backwoodsman, for in tho conclusion 
of hia speech at Midlothian, he says : "It is 
our belief that we shall find, with tho holp 
of the Almighty, the means to reach tho 
goal." In the meantime the battle still 
rages, and wo aro anxiously awaiting the 
result of the conflict. W. K. B.

CHINA CREEK GOLD FIELDS. 

To thk EDITOR : — Thoro are two clerical 
errora in the report of your interview with 
me yesterday regarding the China Creek 
gold fields, which I shall be obliged if you 
will correct by publishing this letter, as tho 
points are important. It should read : 

" Tho country rock is motamorphic, and 
extends for a width of about six miles ; it is 
overlaid by trap and has successively limo 
stone and grunito on the flank." 

Again : " The veins of ore vary from 
thirteen feel to four feet in width, with 
stringers of amaller size." 

I was able to trace the limestone and 
granite on tho Hank to the southeaBt, wbilo 
to tho northwest, at Alberni, wo find the 
sandstone and conglomerate of tho 
cretaceous system. The greater part of 
Mount Arrowsmith, to the north of tho 
China Creek mines, is trap rock. The lim- 
ited time at my disposal necessarily pre 
vented my defining tho contact liuea of tho 
different formations with any accuracy, but 
thero is no question about the foregoing 
facta.

Why is it that Cook streot is allowed to 
remain in a disgraceful aud even a danger 
ous oondition ? Why haB tho contractor for 
tho surface drain been permitted to keep 
the street obstructed by piles of clay that 
aro all tho timo Bending out unpleasant and 
unwholesome exhalations! Access to dwel 
lings is made difficult by these unsightly 
and foul-smelling mounds. The roadway, 
too, has been made ao rough aB to bo almost 
impassable. While the weather was dry it 
was covered by a thick coating of dust, 
which almost stilled those who had th 
hardihood to drivo along the street, am 
which filled tho air with a blinding cloud 
whenover there was a breeze. The Cor 
poration saw the contractor transforming 
the street into a nuisance without uttering 
oven a word of remonstrance. It did not 
as much aa send tho watering cart to lay 
the dust which tho contractor had been 
allowed to make. 

Now that the rainhaB come, the mud will be 
even a greater plague than was the dust. 
The clay from tho drain, ia when wot, pecu- 
liarly slippery and adhesive. It sticks to 
everything that touches it. It in spread all 
over the surface of tho atreet and makes the 
sidewalks as unpleasant to walk upon as is 
the street. 

When the sewar was being dug through 
that Btreot it was not allowed to be in the 
condition it has been in ever since operations 
have been commenced on the surface drain. 
Mr. MoBean, the contractor, was obliged to 
k'-'op the street clear. Earth was carted 
away as Boon as it was taken out 
of the trench and the roadway 
was put in aa good order as tho contractor 
found it, at the earliest possible moment. 
Thia the contractor of tho surface drain 
should havo been compelled to do. Hut he 
has gone on without any supervision that 
has been apparent. No regard has been 
pjid to tho comfort, the convenience, or 
even tho health of those who live on the 
street or the general public. The contrae 
tor has been supreme. Hia intoreat, it ia 
evident, has been alone consulted. Ia thia 
b cause he haa had friends in the Council 
It would bo lucky for tho rOBidomson Cook 
street if tho surface drain contractor bad 
aa nuoy enemies at tho Council Hoard aa 
had Mr, MoBean, tho sower contractor. 

POLI HO A L MEETINGS. 

Tho Times aeoms to think that every po 
liucal meeting should be a kind of political 
prize fight, in which the champions of each 
side aro required to maul each other for the 
amusement of the public. It auroly must, 
by this timo, eeo that this primitive idea cf 
the political meeting h is, in civilized com 
munities, become obsolete. Our content 
pornrA" must bo most obtuse and altogether 
untoachable, if It does not learn a lesson in 
tho amenities of political warfare from what 
has been lately going on, and what iu row 
going on in Eiatern Canada. When Mr. 
Liurier was nuking a tour of Ontario in 
ordor to toll tbe inhabitants of that province 
about tho last ohanges that had been mado 
in tho Liberal programme, ho was not mot 
on ovory platform by Sir John Thompson. 
Neither did Mr. Meredith follow him from 
placo to place in order to counteract tho 
teachings of tbe silver-tongued leader of the 
Liberals. Tho Conservative loaders, both 
Dominion and Provincial, hud tho good aonao 
and tho good manners to atay at home and 
allow Mr Lauder und his friends to uddrcBi 
those who gathered to hoar thorn undia- 
turbed. Thoy did not try to mako a bear 
garden of any of hia meetings. 

Now that Sir John Thompson io going 
over tho aamo ground tho loading Liberals 
do not attempt to disturb his meetings. 
They know that it would bo neithor cour- 
teous nor politic to do ao. Tho Liborala that 
attend tho Conservative meetings liaten re- 
spectfully to what tho Conservative minis- 
ters havo to siy, and in all other respects 
behavo thcmsolvos as civilized men. 

Whon Mr. Gladstone went to Midlothian 
tho other day to givo his conatituonta and 
tho whole nation un inkling of what his 
policy with respect to tho House of Lords 



was to bo. Lord Salisbury did not dream of 
mooting him there to try conclusions with hiin. 
If any one had had tho hardihood to propnte 
suoh a mode of procedure to the Tory leader, 
ho would bo regarded as a lunatio. Mr. 
Balfour, Mr. Chamberlain, and other lead- 
ing Unionists would not consider it aa con- 
sistent with their eharaoter ua gentlemen to 
iutcrfero in any way with Mr. Gladstone's 
meeting. And wo aro much afraid that if 
my over-zealous Conservative should be- 
liovo that ho had u mission to oppoao Mr. 
Gladstone at tho Midlothian gathering the 
intelligent Liberal Scotchmen, zealous aa 
they are in tho cause of freedom, would 
huvo shown him what they thought of Ilia 
conduct in an emphatic and a not very mild 
way. Tho Times ia very foolish in contend- 
ing for what it knows to bo wrong, iu order 
to keep Messrs. Brown and Kitchen in 
countonan-jo. Neither of thoso two worthies 
would go a single inch out of his way to de 
fend tho Times if it should take what they 
knew to bo the improper course. 

INtiOOEX T S UFFERBRS. 

It is pitiful to read of tho sufToringa of 
tho families of tho English strikers. It is 
heart breaking to read of little children dy- 
ing of starvation. It seems to us that thero 
is nothing to bo gained by any ati iko worth 
tho Buffering which it causes tho innocent 
and tho unoffending, We aro not surprised 
to Bud that tho enlightened leaders of labor 
now disapprove of strikes. A strike seldom 
gains what ia contended for, and when it is 
successful it ia moro than questionable 
whether what ia gained is worth the price 
paid for it. It ia now considered that 
everything that can bo gained may be ob- 
tained by amicable means, and means that 
will not causo snob a lamentable waste of 
money and audi a dreadful amount of sor- 
row and Buffering. 

It is folly to hold thut the blame of these 
oontesta is all on one side. Business in 
theae days has been aptly likened to war- 
fare. Competition between both nations and 
individuals ia bo keen that pricel 
aro cut down to the loweat poa 
aiblo point. What it takes U 
produce any commodity ia calculated with 
mathematical exactitude. An apparently 
small percentage in the cost of production 
nukes all the dilferenco botween doing 
business at u profit and doing it at a loss. It 
can now bj told to a fraction, in most bu-ii 
nessos, how much can be paid for lub.>r 
without incurring loss that must, if cou 
tinned, bo ruinoua. When thia figure ia 
reached a Btrike niuat necessarily bj futile, 
for no man will continue to keep hia money 
in u hu-iineaa that affords him no prospect 
of profit. That it can bo pluced at that 
figure, if proper means aro used, ia evident 
to thinking men among both tho workmen 
ami tho employers. Tho prosperity of the 
industries ulmoat wholly depends upon 
there being a good understanding between 
workmen and employers, between capital 
and labor. That such an understanding 
can bo ariived at without having recourse 
to such a horrible war aa that which ia now 
being waged in England— a war in which 
innocent non-combatants aro the greateat 
sulFererc — is surely possible. 



THE UNITY OF TUB EMPIRE. 

When Sir Charles Tupper was in Winni 
peg he, at a dinner given in his honor by 
the Manitoba Club, delivered an address on 
the Unity of the Empire. The High Com 
niiaaioner believeB in the very closest union 
poasiblo between the different parta of tho 
British Empire, but he differs from many of 
the Imperial Federationists in aomo rather 
important respects. They try to show that 
tho Colonies are a burden to tho Imperial 
Government, that it contracts largo 
penscs on their account, and that they are 
therefore bound in honor to contribute a 
proportionate ahare towards tho defouce of 
tho Empire. If this position is a tonablo 
one, it followa that aB long aa tho colonies 
neglect or refuse to bear thoir fair sharo of 
tho expenditure for defence, tho position 
they occupy with iolation to tho mother 
country can hardly bo aaid to bo an honor 
able one. Sir Charles Tupper contends 
that those who represent Canada aa occupy- 
ing this position are not placing tho rela- 
tion between her and Great Britain in its 
true light : 

The question of Imperial Federation, 
ho says, lias beun presented by them aa a 
question in which tho masses of the pco 
pie of England are interested, because, as 
matters now atand, the taxpayers of tho 
United Kingdom are burthoned by tho col 
unial connection, and thoy are told at the 
same time that tho people in the colonies 
are not willing *,o continue to maintain tho 
connection that exista between the colonies 
and the crown, but that if they will give tho 
colonies curtain advantages by a change of 
constitution, they will no doubt relievo 
them from a largo portion of the burthens 
that no»v reBt upon them in maintaining 
the army and navy of England. Now, I 
challenge the accuracy of these statements. 
I sue that in thia country you havo been 
told by advocates of Imp-rial Federation 
that wo occupy a humiliating position. 
Youh.ve boon told that 5,0UU,0Ull Cana- 
dians have no voice in the Imp rial Parlia- 
ment; you have been told that they have no 
voico in tho foreign concerns, in tho foreign 
policy of tho great empire to which they be- 
long; that it io a humiliating position, and 
that tho timo haa come when Canadians and 
coloniaia in every part of tho world aro de- 
termined that they should become citizons 
of tho empire; that they should havo tho 
rights aud privileges that aro enjoyed in tho 
heart of tho ompire. I c*n only say to you, 
gentlemen, that I differ toto coolo with all 
thi ao statements. I any that tho unity of 
thia great empire must bo rested upon a dif- 
ferent basis altogether. I deny that we are 
a burthen to tho ompire. I Buy that it to- 
morrow Canada was dissovorod from tho 
crown of England; if to-morrow Canada be- 
camo a portion of that great republic which 
lies to tho south of us, England could not 
reduce her urmy by a main nor her navy by 
u ship. She would want moro aoldiera and 
aailora and ironclads, than alio haa to-day in 
order to maintain her prestige. I say if this 
great continent was cloned, as closed it 
would bo to the ships of England under the 
circutnBtancoa I havo named; if they hud no 
harbor in which to run or a placo whore 
they can obtain a ton of coal or a spur, in- 



stead of England being strengthened she 
would bo enormously weukeuod. Her powor 
in tho Pacific, hor poueessiuna in India and 
China would bo Imperilled, und her 
p-cstigo a i a nation entirely ohangori. 
Instead of relieving her from any chargo 
for diplomatic perviooa or her urmy or hor 
navy, it would imposo greater burthens 
upon tho taxpayers of Groat Britain than 
at present. I deny that we aro a burthen. 
Thoro is not a pound of British monoy 
spent in the Dominion of Canada from end 
to end for uny Canadian purpose. It is 
true iv email force ia maintained at Halifax 
for strategic purposes, and for a like pur- 
ptiHo there is to be a email expenditure in 
British Columbia in conjunction with 
Cmudu. You have proved by tho valor of 
your own right urm you are able to take 
caro of all tho local interests of Cunadu, 
without calling upon Her Mujfsty'a Govern- 
ment for any assistance or support what- 
ever. ( Applause ) 1 deny that wo are in a 
humiliating position. I suy that tho ser- 
vices of statesmen who uro charged with 
the administration, with tho development, 
with the progress aud prosperity of Canada 
— or of a continent with a territory und re- 
sources capable of supporting a population 
of 100,000,000 of people— compare favorably 
with the moat eminent services that 
ure rendered to the crown by any states- 
men within any portion of tho empire. 

There is food for thought in thia passage, 
Canada is, no doubt, aa far aa her domestic 
affairs aro concerned, occupying u position 
perfectly freo of any pecuniary dependence 
on Great Britain. Sho mauugea hor own 
affairs as far aa they relate to her own tor 
ritory at her own expense. But it is dif 
ferent with reapect to her relations with 
foreign nations. It is not to be supposed 
for a moment that if Canada had not the 
protecting arm of Great Britain to rely upon, 
alio would bo in aa good a position to as 
her righta and to vindicate her claims aB she 
is now. Being a young und a comparatively 
weak country, the strength of her claima 
und the righteouaneSB of her cause would 
receive but slight consideration from any 
great military power or any strong noighbor 
with whom she might have a dispute, 

Without doubt the prestige of (Ireut 
Britain ia of immense advantage to Canada, 
even from a pecuniary point of view. Sho 
derives great beni lita from Great Britain' 
strength. This being admitted, ia she not 
under a moral obligation to contribute to- 
wards that strength in some other than the 
passive way indicated by Sir Charles Tup- 
per ? Admitting that Great Britain would 
havo to maintain her present naval und mili- 
tary establishments if she did not possess a 
Bingle colony, does that f^ot lessen tho 
obligations of thoBo communities who benefit 
by thoso establishments contributing to- 
wards their maintenance ? If Canada wero 
independent alio would havo to mako aon.o 
proviBiou for her own defence on both laud 
und sou ; if she were annexed to the United 
States sho would bo compelled to contribute 
her proportionate sharo towards tho defence 
of tho Republic ; why, then, meroly because 
alio is a dependency of Great Britain long 
past the stage of helpless infancy, should 
she regard herself as being exempt from tho 
obligation to pay a cent towards the defence 
of tho Empire ?

Since his ar- 
rival in America, Mr. Smith has beon 
devoting his attention to the California 
fruit district, from San Diogo to Chico, con- 
cerning which ho has already sent four let- 
ters homo, which are to bo followed by two 
moro now in prepma ion. 

In answer to tho energotic representa- 
tions of Colonel Baker, Minister of Mines 
for British Columbia, tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment have decided to take immediato 
action in tho direction of continuing tho 
telegraph line to Alberni. The Provincial 
Govornniont, yesterday rccoived a telegram 
from tho Department of Public Works, 
Ottawa, announcing that tho construction 
from French Creek will ho commonced 
almost immediately and vigorously pushed 
to completion. The distance to be wired is 
by this route not much more than twenty 
miloi, und tho line constructed will be of 
very considerable utility, not only for com- 
mercial purposes, but for reporting any 
wrecks whiah may in futuro occur on tho 
West CoaBt of Vancouver Island. Tho re- 
cent discovery of tho valuable gold fields at 



China Creek, only sevon hours' rido from 
Alberni, no doubt had something to do with 
hurrying the commonc> , mcnt of tho line.

Saviour's, performed the ceremony. The 
Captain ami bis brido will enjoy a tour 
through the United StateB. 

A Halifax dispatch announces that the 
Eighth (King'p) regiment, now stationed 
there, will be removed to Victoria in the 
spring, and reside ut the bariucks recently 
vacated by C Battery, und that hereafter 
an Imperial regiment will bo permanently 
stationed at Victoria. Whether there is 
anything in tho report boyond a misunder 
standing of tho arrangement already an- 
nounced, by which 100 British regulars arc 
to be maintained here, there iu no local in- 
formation. 

"MORRIS 1 popular Saturday night draw- 
ings have come to an end for tho present. 
It seems that the Chief of Police, on the 
Btrength of representations mado to him, 
culled ou Mr. Morris whin tho World's Fair 
drawing was announced about ten days ugo, 
to call his attention to the fact that such 
drawings are against the law. Mr. Morns 
accordingly cancelled that special drawing, 
but proceeded with tho regular nfftir on 
Saturday night, awarding the three inno- 
cent pipes ub usual. On Monday he had 
another visit from the Chief, as the result 
of which bo has concluded to discontinue 
the drawings. 

AUSTRALIAN commercial reports to hand 
by the lust mail via San Francisco have the 
following respecting salmon imports from 
America: "The month's receipts comprise 
some 150 cases per Warrimon, from Van 
couver, und 200 cases per Mariposa for this 
port. The business passing in Una lino has 
not been at all brisk, so far us regards pur- 
chases for actual present wants, but some 
further indent business is reported for de- 
livery during this and next month. We 
have so fur no change to report us regurds 
vulueB, which range from 7s. Ud. , on Bpot, 
down to 6s. 9d., to arrivo, for prime can- 
nings. There is no demund for inferior 
packings at any figure for the moment." 

A New York dispatch of tho Ut. inst. 
reads : " Dr Senner has returned from 
Washington City, where ho wus in confer- 
once with Superintendent Stump. They 
considered the regulations to bo carried out 
on the Canadian border to prevent the en- 
trance of undesirable imrnigrai t-i. The ar- 
rangement is a most satisfactory one. Al- 
though not with the Canadian government, 
said Dr. Senner, tho cooperation of the Can- 
adian railroad und steamship companies has 
been secured, und their ugeuis will act with 
ihe Ui ited States. The United States will 
send six inspectors to Canada, and they will 
look out for tho ports of Quebec, Point 
Levis and Halifax. Two others will guard 
Vuncouver und Victoria. On the bnrdi r 
line, where it ia impracticable to put immi- 
grant inspectors, customs inspectors will do 
i he woi k.

The 
mountain towns of Colorado afford audi- 
ences that in appearance, atyle and con- 
duct would not occasion u remark if trans- 
planted bodily to the auditorium of 
the Columbia or of tho Schiller. Tho an 
cient story of tho placaid, " Pleaso don't 
shoot the piano player— he's doing tho beat 
he can,' is purely apocryphal. Tho tall, 
Bturdy mine superintendent or ranch sup 
orintendont who acts as cic-rono for a box 
party, may likoly have a Yalo diploma on 
tho walls of his mining or ranch cabin, and 
if perchance I moot him ufter tho por- 
formanco he is likely to Bay : ' When I 
saw you last, Miss Rosa, it' was on tho stage 
of the Globo in Boston.' It was Obenreizer 
in ' No Thoroughfare,' was it not, who re 
ulized how small tho world really is 
Donver's audiences thut gather in Senator

PIONEER RECOLLECTIONS. 



Tho Promoter of British Columbia's 
Express Service Visits the Scenes 
of Early Days. 



Oue of the Discoverers of the Cariboo 
Mines — Incidents of -the First 
Navigation on the Fraser. 



One of British Columbia's pioneers, and 
the inaugurutor of the express service in 
this Province, is paying a short visit to 
Victoria to renew old acquaintances and 
note the vast changes tint havo taken place 
during the many years he haB beon absent. 
This gentleman is Mr. C. C. McCoy, presi- 
dent und manager of tho Northwestern 
Steamship and Transportation company, of 
Portland, where ho resides. 

" I well remember," he said, "my arrival 
from San Francisco iu April, 1S5S, at tho 
spot where the city of Victoria stands to- 
duy. It was shortly before tho rush of gold 
seekers to this Province, and I was on my 
way to tho far North, However, the find- 
ing of gold in tho Fraser changed ir.y plans. 
L'hero was only ono littlo red store 
then where tho city of Victoria 
is now, besides tho Hudson's Bay 
buildings, Gua Hill, Jim Daniels, 
the latter still alive and residing at Pen- 
dleton, Ore. , and myself bought our sup- 
plies from (loveriior Douglas, of tho Hud- 
son's liay Co., and among them some so- 
called self-raising flour. Wo crossed the 
Gulf in canoes and when wo reached the 
mouth of the Fraser wo landed and started 
in to cook. That ' self-raising ' Hour 
wouldn't raise worth a cent, and tho flap- 
jacks we manufactured out of it stuck like 
glue to the cottonwood logs we spread them 
on. 

" When we reached Langley, Governor 
Langley gave us four Indiana to help ub as 
far as Fort Hope, which was presided over 
hen by Governor Walker, while at Yule 
Governor Chawnter wus in charge. We lo- 
cated on the well known Hill's bar, April

MINERS' STRIKES. 

The Masters Appoint Delegates to Attend u 
Conference Called by B Committee 
of Mayors, 

London, Oct. ."i.— Tho Coal Miners' asso- 
ciation, at a mooting hold to-day, reiterated 
its decision that thero could bo no settle- 
ment of the miners' strikes unless the men 
agreed to accept a reduction in their wages. 
An invitation was received from i he Mayors 
of Sheffield, Leeds, Bradford, Nottingham 
and Derby, asking the masters to send dele- 
gates to a conference with the muyors und 
representatives of tho miners, with tho ob- 
ject of endeavoring to effect somo settle- 
ment of the dispute. The association ap- 
pointed three delegates to utteud tho con- 
ference 

The Alexander and Craven collieries, in tlio 
Covetry district of Warwickshire, were the 
scenes to-day of uttucks by striking miners 
upon the men who hud signified their inten- 
tion to resume work. A mob of the strikers 
gathered about the pita und when the 
would-be workers appeared they were 
surrounded by tho mob and threatened 
with violence if they persisted in their de- 
termination to descend into the pits. In 
many cases tho food wulh ta carried by the 
men willing to work wero seized by the mob 
and their contents devoured. Tho would- 
be workmen were so thoroughly intimidated 
by tho mob that they refused to go to work.

Proposal to Hold an Election In the Various 
States on This Issue. 

WASHINGTON City, Oct. .'i. — Representa- 
tive S, B. Cooper, of Texas, his presented 
the following resolution, which was referred 
to tho Ways and Means committee : 

" Whereas, in the enuctinent of all laws 
tho will of tho majority should control, and 

" Whereas, there is divided opinion 
among tho Congressmen of tho United 
StateB, now assembled in legislative seBsion, 
as to tho will of tho people on tho question 
of coinage of money by tho United States, 
therefore, be it 

"Resolved, That tho governors of tho 
severul stateB are respectfully requested to 
request or call to bo hold an election in their 
respective atutnH on the first Tuesday in 
November next for tho purpose of ascertain- 
ing tho will of the people upon the question 
of coinage of money by the United States, 
and at such election those iu favor of free 
coinngo of both gold und ailver without dis- 
criminating against either motul shall have 
printed or written upon tho tickets 1 for free 
coinugo,' und those opposed to free coinage 
of both gold and silver without diserimin- 
ution shall havo written or printed upon the 
tickets '■against freo coinage,' and said elec- 
tion shall bo held and returns thereof made 
in uccordunco with the laws of the respective 
states governing tho elections of represent 
atives to tho legislatures of said slates, and 
the returns and result of said election sub- 
mitted to the Congress of the United Stutes 
by the governors of tho suverul states. "

HOW TO MAKE ROOMS ATTRACTIVE, 
ASSISTED BY NATURE. 



How to Dry irad Tress the Leaves— To 
Decorate Door Panels— Uses For Kcnl 
Branches — Process of Tarnishing and 
ironing.

The hills and valleys nro beginning to 
glow with the regal splendor of au- 
tumnal glory. Up and down tho slopes 
of tho country tho forests will array 
themselves in harmonious tints, ■whilo 
hero and tliero the color will bo height- 
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AUTUMN LEAF DESIGN I"<">lt DOOR, 
ened by patches of evergreen and by tho 
moro gorgeous coloring of isolated ma- 
ples scattered through tho open mead- 
ows and pasture lands. 

Tho season is one never to be forgotten 
by tho tourist who can take in the 
charming aspect of nature, at the same 
time reveling in tho ripened fruitage of 
midsummer's growth, and bo invigor. 
ated by tho cool, bracing uir of early 
fall. In the cities the autumn excur- 
sions to the mountains and wooded coun- 
try have become a feature of railr 1 ?^'' 
travel, and to return from places where, 
with prodigal generosity, such bits of 
brilliant color are scattered at one's very 
feet bringing no token of all this beauti- 
ful display seems so careless of the op- 
portunities afforded that it is a just ret- 
ribution upon such unappreciative indi- 
viduals to have their abodes as bare of 
tho exquisite adornment offered as tho 
haunts of nature nro after her gifts are 
all bestowed. 

Tho varied tints of tho maple, the rich 
leather tones or tho oak, tho crimson, 
green and gold of tho woodbine, with 
tho graceful painted plumes of tho su- 
macs, and a score of other kinds of foli- 
age will supply an endless variety of 
decorativo hits of color, which will re- 
tain their charm and beautify tho home 
all through the winter season. 

The usual way of collecting these au- 
tumn leaves is to gather them as they 
are scattered far and wide, loosened from 
their native branches by the wind. In 
this separate condition the loaves are 
most easily carried any distance and pre- 
pared for use. The simplest way to pre- 
serve them is to spread them carefully 
between the pages of old books or news- 
papers, allowing several sheets to sepa- 




wood colored chenille lay thiB on in the 
eamo way, beginning at tho top and lay- 
ing it over tho ends of the stems to form 
an imitation of a real branch, and it will 
produce a very pretty effect if carefully 
handled. 

All these aro combinations of singlo 
leaves, but a few real branches aro very 
nine to put over tho doors, and some- 
times tho boughs aro so handsomely 
draped with foliage that it seems like 
desecration to strip off tho leaves. Take 
somo thick varnish or gluo and apply 
with a brush a coat about tho joints 
where tho leaves grow on tho branch. 
After ifc is well set lay tho branch upon 
a table, and with a hot waxed flatiron 
press out each individual leaf, or varnish 
them if preferable Branches of maplo 
or anmac and mountain ash with the 
fruit left on will bis very handsome when 
prepared in this way. D. Comings.

rate the leaves and prevent molding 
from the moisture evaporating from tho 
leaves. A few grasses may be collected 
and pressed to arrange with them or bo 
dried in their natural form. 

A plain, light surfaced wall is mado 
very attractive by a few sprays of bright 
leaves and wild vines or grasses to give 
variety and lighten tho effect. Theso 
can bo tied together with a ribbon and 
tacked up on the wall, or if a larger 
spray is desired than tho short stems 
will permit of a piece of card can bo 
used for a central foundation, taking 
care to cover this entirely by the mass 
of leaves, etc., allowing smaller leaves 
ami grasses to relieve the margin with 
their more delicate outlines. 

If a quicker method of drying ami 
pressing the leaves is desired, a hot flat- 
iron will answer tho purpose, and if tho 
iron is rubbed with beeswax beforo 
using tho color of the leaves will be 
brighter, while a still greater luster can 
bo imparted by varnishing the leaves 
with a thin transparent varnish. This 
can bo applied to the freshly gathered 
leaves, which will curl somewhat when 
treated in this way, or it can bo spread 
over tho already pressed and dry ones, 
just to brighten tho colors. 

Perhaps among the pictures hoarded 
up awaiting framing is some little sketch 
or lithograph of a quiet country land- 
scape. If so, what is more lilting than 
a combination of nature and art in mu- 
tual decoration? Get a plain mat some- 
what larger than the picture and a back- 
ground of some very light neutral tinted 
cardboard. Mount the picture upon 
this background, preferably in a lower 
corner of the mat. opening, and lay 
around tho uneven spaco a grouping of 
small bright autumn leaves. Fasten 
theso in placo with a little gum or paste 
at tho back, and if you chooso paint or 
draw in tho name of tho scene upon 
somo appropriate space, and the result 
will be a tastefully framed picture that 
in its decorativo setting harmonizes 
with tho spirit of the seem;.

Still, if there is 
any ground of truth in tho masculine 
writer's accusations, it must bo laid to 
women's unbusinesslike training and 
their having been kept heretofore seclud- 
ed from the public in the so called sacred- 
ness of home. Thus they take their 
homo manners with them into public 
places. Men do not dare to, or they 
would get their heads knocked off. 

Great-grandmother Van Nostrand cel- 
ebrated her one hundred and fifth birth- 
day at Millstone, N. J., a few days ago, 
amid the general rejoicing of the neigh- 
borhood, which takes as much pride in 
her as if she were tho great-grandmother 
of all the inhabitants. Mrs. Van Nos- 
trand preserves all her senses perfectly 
except that of hearing, which is slightly 
impaired. Sho is healthy, happy and 
jolly, and she attributes all this and her 
extreme age besides to the fact that she 
never wore a corset. She says other 
women might live to bo as old as she is 
if they would give up this pernicious 
article of their wardrobe. But most 
women would rather not live to bo 105 
than to givo up their corsets. 

The Waltham watchmaking establish- 
ment employs 1,800 women among its 
8,000 work people. The superintendent 
of the Waltham exhibit at the World's 
fair said of them, "In many lines of the 
worlc women are superior to men, and 
in all lines of the work women are more 
faithful than the men." Yet if that very 
superintendent needed a foreman for one 
of his departments he would select for 
the placo some strip of a boy and put 
him up over the heads of tho oldest and 
faithfulest women in tho works and 
give him twice tho pay of tho best 
salaried among theso excellent work 
women. It is so in cverj - department of 
industry, such is tho power of the sex 
superstition. This is the most discourag- 
ing feature of woman's attempt to rise 
industrially. 

Advocates of the short dress reform do 
not insist that all women shall shorten 
the skirt whether they want to or not. 
They simply ask that women be permit- 
ted to do as they please about it. If a 
lady wishes to wear a short skirt for 
walking and for the street, they ask only 
that she be allowed to do it without mar- 
tyrdom. 

Alice Stone lilachwell tells a delicious 
little story in a lato number of Tho 
Woman's Journal. It was town meet- 
ing day in Barton Landing, Vt. The 
ladies thereabouts had been tainted with 
the poison of woman suffrage notions, 
and a number of them determined to at- 
tend the meeting to seo how tho superior 
Box conducted itself on dignified public 
occasions. They accordingly attacked 
the hall in a body. At the same day 
and hour the schoolteacher of tho placo 
marshaled the pupils, male and female, 
of tho political economy class and took 
them to tho town hall also, that they 
might; seo how tho sovereigns of this 
nation hold it level. Arrived at the 
building, they found their political rulers 
in a squabble and state of disorder only 
excelled by the famous scrapping match 
in the British parliament. Unpleas- 
antness was in tho air, plainly, To 
see how in the twinkling of an eye the 
members of the superior sex snatched 
their feet off tho desks, threw away 
their cigars, straightened themselves up, 
hushed their angry words and began 
cooing as gently as a dovo on tho arrival 
of tho visitors wait an object lesson both 
to thoso who did and did not boliovo in 
woman taking part in municipal govern- 
ment, Eliza AitciiAitu Conner, 



WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



Ladies, What Do Von Think or tho Silver 
Question? 

A gentleman was telling mo about the 
meeting of tho silver men in Now York 
city at tho great hall of tho Cooper 
Union building. Ho was full of admira- 
tion even of the speakers whom he did 
not agree with. They wore giants, he 
said, full of their subject, magnetic ora- 
tors, flashing out gems of wit, fact and 
logic. Every phase of tho topic was en- 
larged on, and it was an education in 
economics from that sido just to hear 
tho speeches. My own enthusiasm was 
Btirred at tho story. "Were any women 
there?" I asked. "Very few," was tho 
answer. It occurred to mo then that 
in all tho months sinco the silver 
coinage discussion has been at its 
fever height I have only once heard 
tho subject mentioned by a woman or 
women. And yet they scorn to talk 
busily enough and with an air of intenso 
interest whenever two or threo of thorn 
are together. What do they talk of? I 
overhear fragments of their conversa- 
tion sometimes. Two of tho so called 
intelligent middle class ladies talked 
rapidly and earnestly together, and ono 
said: "She's a perfect gadabout, and sho 
lets her house go till it looks like fury, 
like fury! She runs into my flat and 
bothers mo at my work and bores me to 
death." At that moment tho object of 
the conversation appears on tho scene. 
The lady who had been telling tho talo 
suddenly assumes the sweetest pos- 
sible face and begins to reproach 
the '"gadabout" for not coming 
to seo her. Two others were con- 
versing on the steps. This fragment 
floats upon their ocean of gabble: "She's 
been putting up poaches and called me 
in to seo them, and they looked perfectly 
awful. She'd mashed them all up get- 
ting them into the jars, and she didn't 
know any better than to cool,- them loo 
much, and they all got brown anil squshy 
looking, but of course I had to tell her 
they were canned lovely." woman, 
gentle, intelligent, kindly natured, sweet 
and sincere! Do you know that a belief 
is growing that wo aro what we think, 
and that every deceitful, spiteful, un- 
worthy thought brings upon our own 
heads its consequences in tho shape of 
ill health or misfortune? Did you over 
try for ono month to live up to tho rule 
not to say about another woman one 
word that you would not bo willing to 
say to her? 

Autumn is hero, and tho club meeting 
season is at hand. For your club dis- 
cussions in tho coming year select one 
after another the great questions of gen- 
oral public and human interest. Some 
women's clubs have done this already, 
and great is their reward. When tho 
members of these clubs givo addresses, 
their words aro not merely the thrashing 
of musty old straw or tho mild moral 
and sentimental platitudes which pass 
for original thought with so many 
Women. No! The members of the up- 
to-the-times club come en rapport with 
modern life— living, throbbing, electric 
life. In women's clubs tho subject of 
nso is too little considered, and that of 
the merely curious and entertaining gets 
far too much attention. In public ques- 
tions there aro this moment silver, the 
tariff, sanitation, education, the lessen- 
ing of vice and crime, municipal govern- 
ment, home rule in Ireland, the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii, village and city im- 
provement, woman suffrage, woman's 
work and wages and dozens of other 
vital matters that come trooping beforo 
tho mind. Some of theso questions must 
be solved by women themselves, or they 
will never be solved. Women, my sis- 
ters, wake up! Tut off tho mean, tho 
ignorant and tho trivial and steep your 
souls henceforth in great thoughts. 

Train yourself to bo sincere as tho day- 
light. Never even think an unworthy or 
unkind thought of another. 

Nebraska has 10 county school super- 
intendents who are women. 

A Chinaman says, "It is better to bo an 
American dog than a Chinese woman." 

There is in England a woman trainer 
of raco horses, Mrs. Challoner. The men 
of her family were jockeys and trainers 
beforo her, and sho took up tho business 
and carries it on successfully. 

Sallio Joy White knows a woman who 
controlled all the advertising of the New 
York and New England railroad. Sho 
transacted tho entire business of this de- 
partment and mado a good thing of it, 
ami everybody liked her, of course. 
Everybody always does like a thorough 
business woman, becauso sho is always 
polite, neat, prompt, shrewd and good 
tempered — above all, good tempered. 
See? 

Geuda Springs, Kan., owes its pros- 
perity and good looks to its lady inhabi- 
tants. It is a mineral spring town, and 
the main business of tho place was the 
keeping of boarding bouses and hotels, 
and theso were run by women, Having 
learned to run boarding houses and pay- 
ing tho larger part of the taxes nt 
Geuda Springs, tho women resolved to 
run the town. Ono of their number, 
Mrs. Barnes, was elected mayor. Next 
a woman city council entered on the 
scene, and the era of village improve- 
ment, began. Sidewalks were laid, trees 
were planted; village, loafers and rowdies, 
on the other hand, were uprooted and 
jleared out, Now the little town is 
very pretty and begins already to take 
on city airs. 

A good way for women to influence 
human affairs is to begin with taking an 
interest in city government and finding 
out all there is to bo known about ad- 
ministering it along the lino of honesty, 
morality and order. 

Women have often been very success- 
ful as canvassers for advertisements. 

Kansas City has a regularly established 
woman preacher, Rev, Eugenia St. John, 
pastor of tho Gordon Placo Methodist 
Protestant church.

Kaiser Wilhelm Overworked— His At- 
titude Towards Bismarck— Govern- 
ment's Stretigtli iu Reichstag. 



Health of the Late Chancellor— Rela- 
tions Between France and Ger- 
many World's Fair.

BERLIN, Oct. 2, — Einpuror William's deer 
stalking expedition iu Sweden hus been his 
only genuine holiday for many weeks. From 
his arrival ut (Jottoubur(> on Tuesday until 
ho boarded tho tlohenzollern ai»uin at. Kills- 
krona on Saturday, no official dispatches 
were received or sent by him. Even this 
respito from Stuto cures ufforded him a 
more completo rest than ho hus tuken 
before, liven in his recreation the Emperor 
does what most men would not do —work. 
Ab an incident, ho went by rail from Gothen- 
burg to llerrijunga, where he left the truin 
at 1 o'clock on Friday morning. At C 
o'olock he went off with King Oscar ami 
Prince Charles of Sweden to hunt deer. 
After dinner at tho King's lodge, he let t 
llerrijunga on his return trip Much tin- 
eaEy speculation was caused by the police 
order closing the harbor from the furry to the 
sea until after the Emperor passed through 
going to hia East Pi usaian lodge at Remiu- 
ton, where he joiin-d the Empress yesterday, 
The precaution was unprecedented and coin- 
bineo with the known presence in Dauizig 
of an unusual i umber of private police from 
Berlin made the impression that the authori- 
ties wire acting under the influence of the 
anarchistic p inio, The emperor on leaving 
had only the customary attendants around 
him, atid no special guards preceded him. 
His sojourn at Rumiuton will be short, lie 
will attend the consecration of the new 
chapel, pass a quiet day with the empress 
and to-morrow <-v i 1 1 bu back to resume his 
usual duties. Tho consensus of opinion 
among the officials around him is that ho 
over exerts his body and brain and will not 
long bear up under the strain. Ho does not 
sleep sufficiently at night, begins work in 
the early morning and proceeds with fever- 
ish unrest throughout tho day Dr. Lucanus, 
chief of his private cabinet, huds it a trying 
task to keep up with the activity of his im- 
perial master, who openly chaffs him if 
business be not pushed ahead rapidly 
enough. 

Prince Bismarck's return to Freidricsh- 
ruho from Kissiugen has been deferred until 
next week, as he still lacks the endurance 
necessary for such a long journey. The 
Hamburger Naohrichtern, his newspaper 
organ, expresses the hope that in considera- 
tion of his extreme weakneaa he bo spared 
all public demonstrations during hia journey 
home. Tho sooner Bismarck leaves Kisseu- 
gen, says the Nachrichten, tho greater 
must be the efforts of his fumily and friends 
to guurd against everything likely to excite 
him. The newspaper discussion of the Em- 
peror's relations to Bismarck does not 
abate, although the public have been dis- 
illusioned ua to tho probability of their be- 
coming friends. Official opinion never 
shared tho popular illusion. Reports are 
Still rifo aa to exchangee of measagea 
hetween the Emperor, Bismarck and the 
Empress Frederick as to mediation 
through Count William Bismarck, and as 
to the Emperor's planning a visit to Fred- 
ericki-ruhe. Tho truth ia there is no pres- 
ent p'an of reconciliation, and neither the 
Emperor nor Bismarck ever intended a 
reconciliation to be achieved except by 
the othei's complete submission. With 
the growing strength of the l'riuce the 
Bismarekiau newspapers aro increasing the 
offensivi ness of their criticisniB of the gov- 
ernment. Bismarck, says the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, cannot be silent before the 
suppression of certain policies prejudicial to 
the empire Accordingly the Nachrichtcu 
proceeds to advise ull parties to watch 
Miquel's new financial projects closely and 
jealously. These projects, however, are 
still too incomplete to bo attacked intelli- 
gently. 

In connection with tho Government's de- 
cision to request an extraordinary credit for 
the navy they excite much opposition. The 
Bismarckian dailies hardly conceal their 
hope that tho Government in the Reichstag 
will go to pieces on tho estimates. Tho 
National Zoitung in an unprejudiced leader, 
argues that the Government askinc for a 
large increase for tho navy commits a dan- 
gerous blunder. It is impossible, says tho 
writer, for Germany to support a fleet of 
the first rank besides an immense army. The 
Reichstag, which passed tho army bill by a 
small majority, ho adds, will undoubtedly 
reject the bill proposing a new burden 
for tho navy. The demands of the 
government wants for the navy aro based 
partly on reports of the recent manoeuvres 
in tho Baltic. This demonstrated that 
ships of a new type are required. The tor- 
pedo fleet was found to be very effective, 
but to no' d re-enforcing. Moreover, large 
ves8elB must be partly superseded by cruia- 
erB capable of ramming the strongest iron- 
elads. In the last, maneuvers the ships 
Deutachland ami Kmnig Wilhelm were of 
no aervioo in heavy weather, because they 
could not use their guns in rough seuB. 
Chancellor Von Caprivi may utilize these 
incidentH well enough to persuade the Re- 
ichatag Richteriats io think with him in tho 
matter. 

The irritation hero over the ineults to the 
military attaches of the triple alliance who 
havo been assisting at tho French 
manoeuvres, is taken as a symptom that the 
French authorities aro no longer matters of 
the situation. By way of retaliation, and to 
mark the feeling of the members of the 
dre bund over tho affront, for such it iB 
considered, it has been proposed to with- 
draw all the military attaches from Franco. 
Some time ago there was a suspicion hero 
that tho military attaches of tho French 
embassy were gathering Burrepti 
tiously information about tho army 
which it was not desirable that they should 
possess Now thu French attaches are 
openly accused of maintaining a spy system. 
This turn of affairs haa given tlio military 
party reason to rejoice. They aro making 
the most of the matter by magnifying 
every incident. It is much feared that they 
will carry their point and that there might 
bo a general renewal of hostilities, if euro 
be not tuken in Paris. Italy is making 
some reforms in her system of army mobil- 
ization. Tho War offieo, after a careful 
study of several, has deoidod to adopt tho 
German system. 

Privy Councillor Karl Hoffman, ono of 
tho German jurors at tho World b Fair, told 
the United Press correspondent yeBterday 
thut nobody at Chicugo received tho Gor- 
man jurors. Neither tho stato nor town, 
nor exhibition authorities paid tho slightest 
attention to thorn. Boforo thoy left Berlin, 
they wcro requested by Imperial Commis- 
sioner Wermuth to bring with them their 
official full dress or ovening dress. Tho 
only time thoy needed such elaborato 
toilets, howovor, was when tho Imperial 
CommiHBioner gavo them a dinner to wel- 
come them to tho city. Henry Villurd waa 



the only other man who showed them hos- 
pitality. Upon further inquiry Privy 
Councillor Hoffmun learned that tho recep- 
tion committee hud spent all ita moaoy upon 
the Duko of Veragua, and had nothing 
with which to enlortuin tho European 
jurors. 

SAILOR^ UNION. 

Tka Pacific Const Steamship Company Aim a 
Direct Blow at That Organization. 

San Francisco, Oct. 2. — What is consid 
ered a death blow to tho Sailors' Union was 
given this morning by Goodall, Perkins & 
Co. It has beon tho custom horotoforo to 
allow time and a half for every hour of over- 
time. During tho busy season this has con- 
siderably swelled tho wages of tho sailors. 
This morning tho firm announced that it 
would in the future refuse to allow any 6uch 
claims. This means a saving to the Pacific 
(.'oast Steamship company of about §10,000 
per annum. Should tho union insist on the 
payment the places of tho union sailors will 
bo filled immediately by non-union Beamon. 
The aailing uf thu steamship City of Puebla 
for the Sound this morning was attended by 
a largo or >wd in anticipation of trouble. 
Nune occurred, however. 



TElllllBLE VISITATION. 

New Orleans Struck hy a Terrific 
btorin— Many Persons 
Killed. 



The Oraiifro Crop Totally Ruined- 
Telegraphic Communication 
Completely Cut Oil'. 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 3.— A terrific 

Btorm struck New Oi leans lato last night, 
coming from the northeast, and raged ull 
night and part (if to-day, sweeping to tho 
south from here along the line of tho Miss- 
issippi river, through the parish of Plaquer- 
mino to tho gulf. The storm was ouo of the 
worst which ever visited this part of the 
country and so far as can bo learned 24 or 
moro persons were killed and possibly three 
times as many wounded, somo of them 
fatally. The wind had reached a velocity 
of 48 miles an hour at S o'clock last night, 
when the anemometer waa destroyed, and 
it constantly increased in force until 2 a.m., 
when its speed waa estimated ut (>U miles an 
hour. 

The crash of sheds and buildings blown 
down, trees torn up auel houses unroofed 
caused much alarm, and most of the popula- 
tion of the city remained up all night, ex- 
pecting their houses to be blown down. 
Among tho buildings destroyed were the 
Sarapare street market, which crushed sev- 
eral buildiDga in its fall ; the Burdette 
atreet mtssiun church, the cotton yards of 
the Northeastern railroad ; Coleman's 
boiler shop, Pythian hall, besides which 
numbers of other buildings were unroofed. 

Tho revetment levee on Lake Pontchart- 
rain, which protects Now Orleuns from the 
overflow of tho river, wua washed away, 
tho water sweeping over it 15 feet deep or 
moro. Many of the yachts there wore sunk 
or injured. The track of tho Louisville tz 
Naahville waa badly smashed for 15 miles, 
and it will bo several duys before it can be 
repaired. Three deaths and ouo person sev- 
rely won eltd, perhaps fatally, is tho 
report received in New Orleans. 

Below the city it was far worse, es- 
pecially in Pluquermine. Here tho wind 
reached a velocity of 100 to 125 miles an 
hour, sweeping everything before it. At 
Point a la rlactie not a single house escaped 
injury. Tho court houae and Roman Catho- 
lic church, tho principal buildings in tho 
town, with 20 other buildings, wero de- 
stroyed, and the situation b cimo ao threat- 
ening that the greater part of tho people 
camped out in the streets all night in tho 
heavy rain. Tho air was tilled with debris 
unel the wind blowing so fiercely thut muny 
of them hud to anchor themselves against 
trees to prevent being b own away. Six 
or seven persona are known to be killed id 
Point a la Hacho. It is possible tho mor- 
tality will bo greatly increased when newa 
ia received from the gulf coaat below Point 
a la Huche. 

Tho orange crop was totally ruined, with 
a loas of $.'150,000 or more. Telegraphic com- 
munication wus cut off with nearly all sur- 
rounding places. This morning skiffs res- 
cued 40 persons about Lako Pontchartrain 
who were in moro or less danger. Tho storm 
came from tho north and northwest, going 
in a southwesterly direction. Tho sugar 
districts escaped tho worst of tho hurricane. 
There is much damage to rico and sugar 
cane. 
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The TownsiteXompany have entered into a contract to build a wharf to deep water 
at lowest stage, at the foot of Victoria avenue. This will cost about $4000. 

The C.P.R. Telegraph Company are building their through line from Revelstoke to 
Nelson, Nakusp and Kaslo via LARDEAU CITY, where the office for the Lardeau and 
Fish Creek Districts will be situated. It is expected that this line will be opened in a few weeks. 

A Mining Recorder is stationed at LARDEAU — a convenience for the prospectors of 
this region.

ANAJiCUlST PALLAS. 

Long Ucforo This lie Will Have Been Shot 
Like a Dog. 

Baik f.lona, Oct. 3 —It is BUted that tho 
superior council of war has ratified tho sen- 
tence pronounced hy the court martial that 
tried Pallas, tho anarchist who recently 
sought to kill Martinez de Campos hy 
throwing Uornhs at him. To make the 
death of Pallas as disgraceful as possible tho 
court martial dccieed that ho should be 
thut this (Tuesday) morning early standing 
with hia back to the liring party. 

The Anarchists of this pruvinco have dis- 
tributed ihrough tho streets of this city 
and others of the pruvinco a large number 
of circulars eilling on the people to revenge 
themselves on the upper and middle clauses 
if tho death sentence passed on Pallas is 
carried into effeot. They declare that dy- 
namite, petroleum, tho torch, tho dagger 
and poison should be used. An unexplodtd 
bomb was found under tho palace walls, 
and ten others were found near or in the 
most prominent business buildings of Villa 
Neuva. They had been lighted, hut failed 
to explode because of defective fuses. Tho 
police are well aware that he has a number 
of sympathizers among a certain class of tho 
population, and this causes them to make 
the moat thorough search for proofs of 
further outrages contemplated. On investi- 
gation the polico found positive proof that 
Pallas had accomplices among foreign anar- 
chists. An Italian named Manoini was ar- 
rested to-day, charged with being an ac- 
complice.

The Manchester Police Raid Their Head- 
quarters— Result, a Lively Scrap. 

Manchester, Oct. 2 — A very lively and 
interesting fight between u number of Eng- 
lish anarchists and police took placo hero 
yestorday, Tho polico havo long been 
awaro that tho anarchists hud formed u 
group in this city and had been holding 
mooting;! at irregular intervals for a long 
time. Tho anarchists kept within tho 
bounds of luw and ordir in so 
far that they claimed to bo simply 
honest workingmen meeting to discuss 
politics from their own standpoint. The 
discovery of tho anarchist plot in Vienna 
and tho attonipt to kill Gen. Martinez 
Campos seemed to havo aroused them to a 
pitch of unusual excitement, for they com- 
menced making things very diBagreeablo for 
residents of tho neighborhood of tho meet- 
ing placo. Thia gave tho police tho dosired 
opportunity, and a raid upon tho assembly 
rooms of tho "Reds" wus made, Tho tuid 
waa rcaiated fiercely by tho anarcliiBtB, 
They seized ohaira und other pieces of furni- 
ture and defended theiiiBolves desperately. 
Tho polico drew their batons and a rough- 
and-tumble light took place. During the 
battle three anarchists woro ho severely in- 
jured that they wero taken to a hospital, 
and a number on both sides received leaa 
serious wounds. Several of tho most des- 
perate anarchists were taken into custody, 
and others managed to escape through the 
windows.

LUMHEIt SITUATION. 

Hock Bottom Believed to Have Been Benched 
Business In Hands of fewer 
Firms. 

SEATTLE, Oct. A. E. Anderson, who 
bus largo lumbering and logging interests ut 
Shelton and other points on tho Sound, and 
who ia most conservative in his views, 
begins to look hopefully into the future. 
Expressing his viowaon the lumber question 
yesterday, he said : 

"Tho lumber intercata are sympathetic 
with tho guieral depression, but wo havo 
now got down to the very bottom. It 
could not bo worao without stopping al- 
together, and this, of course, Is out of the 
question. As a result, if thero is any 
chango whatever, and thero muat he, it 
must of necessity bo for the better. I 
aeo that two or three Cargnea are en 
rnuto for Australia, and thia would indi- 
cate that they are using aomo lumber 
thero. It is a fuet that the stocK of lumber 
is very low in Australia, in Chili, in Sun 
Francitco and California, and all of theso 
placea will soon need lumber for building 
purposes. With the repeal of thn revenue 
law relative to lumber and the 40-oent rate 
to tho East over the Great Northern line, I 
look for a rapid picking up of business. 
North Yakima, where largo irrigating 
ditches arc being put in, will soon need 
lumber for building, and lumber will bo 
needed in tho development of the numerous 
mines in this state, aud all this will greatly 
help tho market, During tho hard times, 
only the richest concerns havo beers able to 
keep up in both lumbering and logging, and 
when the markets open up tho business will 
bS confined to fewer firms and consequently 
will be more remunerative."
